SAO PAULO, Brazil (TP)—Communists and anti-Yankee 
followers of Fidel Castro hav e big trouble in Sao Paulo, be­ 
cause the Paulistas are the Yankees of Latin America. 
Sao Paulo, full of bounce, is in 
tha midst of a boom that can be 
braked only by p roblems of the 
federal Brazilian g overnment. 
Unlesa Brazil’s runaway Infla 
tion interferes. Sao Paulo will be 
the beacon city of all luatln Amer­ 
ica, an ex ample to all the rest 
of what people can do for them­ 
selv es without depending upon 
U.S. tax pay ers. 
Six y ears ag o, when Janlo Qua­ 
dric, Brazil's new p resident, took 
over as g overnor of Sao Paulo 
State, its cap ital was near bank­ 
rup tcy . Quadros g ave It sn intel­ 
lig ent administration, althoug h he 
lacked sufficient control of the city 
itself to mend old habits of g raft 
and corrup tion. 
Today this city of sky scrap ers 
and buzzing energ y claims a p op ­ 
ulation eq ual to Chicag o s and it 
is g rowing rap idly . Soon it is likely 
to outstrip Buenos Aires and be­ 
come the larg est city in Latin 
America. 
There are about 5,006 American 
citizens living in Sao Paulo State, 
and Americans and 
American 
comp anies have invested a billion 
dollars here. That is two-thirds 
of the total U.S. Investment In 
all Brazil. The Americans here 
constitute one of the larg est over­ 
seas U.S. communities in the 
world. 
Sao Paulo State is the financial 
center of Brazil. Its banks make 
40 p er cent of the nation’s indus­ 
trial and commercial loans. It has 
Brazil’s busiest p ort, Santos. It is 
the country * leading ag ricultural 
slate. Its more than 26.000 indus­ 
trial establishments emp loy a third 
of Brazil’s industrial labor. It p ro­ 
duces and consumes more electric 
p ower than any other Brazilian 
state. 
Sao Paulo has less than 18 p er 


The state has its p roblems. The 
landlord sy stem still ex ists in the 
country side. Many p easant* live 
at subsistence levels. The state has 
a heavy steady influx of other 
p easants beating their way down 
from 
the 
ex tremely 
dep ressed 
northeast, and these increase the 
slums and p overty . There is still 
insufficient skilled labor because 
the city and state are ex p anding 
so fast that they outrun the sup p ly . 
To attack the p roblems and to 
make develop ment of the state and 
its cap ital orderly , the state g overn­ 
ment under Gov. Carvalho Pinto 
has a long -rang e "p lan of action,” 
w’hich contemp lates p ouring mil­ 
lions into p rojects in the nex t four 
y ears.

ity : 
• The averag e American diet 
p rovides more than the daily re­ 
q uirement of all vitamins. The la­ 
bel on the seized bottles that sug ­ 
g ested the imp ossibility of main­ 
taining adeq uate nutrition on a diet 
of ordinary foods because of "de­ 
p leted soils, p rem ature harvesting , 
faulty storag e, p rocessing , over­ 
cooking and chemical destruction” 
is. as charg ed, false. 
• Eq ually false is the statement 
that "p ractically every one, is, or 
is in dang er of, suffering from in­ 
adeq uate vitamin and mineral nu­ 
trition unless a vitamin or mineral 
sup p lement is added to the diet.” 
For ex amp le, I have never in my 
p rofessional life seen a vitamin de­ 
ficiency in an otherwise healthy 
American who ate the averag e 
foods, served from the averag e 
American kitchen, by the averag e 
American housewife. 
• There is no virtue in taking 
vitamin ex cesses. There is no such 
thing as an anti-infective vitamin. 
The claims that C vitamins (ascor­ 
bic or cevitamin acid) p revent or 
modify the common cold or rheu­ 
matic fever have been ex p loded. 
The claim that A vitamin ex erts a 
favorable influence on acne is non­ 
sense. And the claims for E vita­ 
min, relative to fertility and heart 
disease have been disp roven. 
In these difficult times, with liv­ 
ing costs steadily rising , there’s no 
need for the housewife to p urchase 
sup p lementary vitamins, minerals 
or sp ecial foods so long as she 
serves a breakfast of orang e or 
tomato juice; a hot cereal with su­ 
g ar. butter or milk; bread or toast 
with butter or oleomarg arine: and 
whole milk that s been enriched 
with vitamin D; a luncheon of a 
meat or cheese sandwich or ham ­ 
burg er or hot dog s, milk or cocoa 
and an ap p le or a banana;, and a 
dinner that includes meat, fish or 
p oultry ; p otato; a g reen and a y el­ 
low veg etable; bread and butter; 
and a dessert of canned fruit, fruit 
p ie or an occasional treat of ice 
cream. 
These recommendations should 
not be interp reted as a blanket 
condemnation of vitamin therap y , 
WHEN NEEDED. But. unless y ou 
have a true vitamin deficiency , di­ 
ag nosed by y our doctor, and y ou 
have been ordered to take a sp eci­ 
fic vitamin, p rescribed by y our doc­ 
tor, better sp end that hard-earned 
household dollar on what folks used 
to call “ vittles.”

J apanese bo y a and girls, gro w­ 
ing up in the ro ugh and rugged 
po st-war y ears in a defeated na­ 
tio n,

co unterpart! by a wide margin. 
Alfred E. Scho ls o f Yale, who 
superv ised 
the testing o f 9 ,000 
y o ungsters in 19 Co nnecticut public 
scho o ls in 19 59 , repo rts: 
“ What 
appalled 
me was the 
number o f bo y a who co uld no t pull 
themselv es up to a chinning bar at 
least o ne time. 
So me co uld no t 
ev en pull rn bend in their elbo w 
jo ints. 
“ Can y o u imagine st bo y o r girl 
no t being able to climb o ut o f a 
swimming po o l, o nto a raft o r into 
a bo at?” 
The. phy sical fitneaa tests were 
drawn up by a co mmittee o f ex ­ 
perts wo rking with the American 
Asso ciatio n fo r Health, Phy sical 
Educatio n and Recreatio n, a de­ 
partment o f the Natio nal Educa­ 
tio n Asso ciatio n. 
The sev en test items are de­ 
signed to measure arm atrength 
and arm po wer, leg po wer, ab­ 
do minal 
endurance, 
speed 
and 
agility , sheer speed and endurance 
fo r sustained activ ities. 
They hav e been giv en to abo ut 
25 millio n American scho o l chil­ 
dren since 19 57 .

Critics hav e po inted o ut that these 
tests ars to o simple to be a true 
measure o f phy sical fitness. And 
the AAHPER admits they ’re no t 
the last wo rd. 
“ We kno w the tests are no t per­ 
fect,” say s Lo uis Means o f tbs 
AAHPER, “ and we ho pe better 
tests will be fo rthco ming.” 
"It is po ssible to pass the tests 
with fly ing co lo rs and die o f a 
heart attack the nex t day . The tests 
wo n t tell y o u whether y o u are fit 
o r unfit, but o nly ho w y o u stand 
in co mpariso n with the natio nal 
av erag e.” 
Ex perts list sev eral reaso ns why 
American y o uth fares so badly in 
co mpariso n with o ther y o ungsters 
in phy sical fitness. 
Fo r o ne, life to day do es no t re­ 
quire the phy sical activ ity it did 
o nly a co mparativ ely few y ears 
ago . This is mo rt true in the 
United States than in any o ther 
co untry . 
American y o ungsters ride instead 
o f walking. They hav e few ho me 
cho res that require phy sical ex er­ 
tio n. 
Mo re and mo re, they are turning 
to spectato r apo ria. Where bo y s 
used to play sandlo t baseball o r 
fo o tball, they no w curl up befo re a 
telev isio n set and watch the pro ­ 
fessio nals. 
Interscho lastic 
athletics, 
Littls 
Leagues, 
Pee Wee Ho ckey and 
Biddy Basketball aren’t the answer, 
many 
ex perts 
co ntend. 
Only a 
small percentage o f th# y o ungsters 
ar# go o d eno ugh to play in them. 
What’s to be do ne? 
The answer, say o fficials o f the 
AAHPER, must be fo und in well 
balanced scho o l phy sical educatio n 
pro grams, with the emphasis o n the 
indiv idual student rather than the 
scho o l teams. 
And. the o fficials add, tht picture 
isn’t all bad.

And Wednesday at his own news 
conference Kennedy said, after a 
talk with McNamara, that:

Department which would lead to 
any conclusion at this time as to 
whether there is a m issile gap or 
not.” 


If this was meant to say Mc­ 
Namara and his band — because 
their missile studies are incom­ 
plete — are not justified in deny ­ 
ing a m issile gap, then perhaps 
they aren t. 


But, justified or not, McNamara 
said it, and reporters heard him 
say it.

and socialist nations.”
